No Support For 
slalom Course

ELLSWORTH—The July 8 Village 
Council meeting drew a crowd of twenty- 
seven residents, most of whom owned 
property on Lake Ellsworth, eager to dis- 
cuss the possible installation of a slalom 
course on the lake. The Council listened 
to conflicting perspectives on the topic 
and passed a resolution stating that they 
were not in favor of the course. 

Last month, lakefront property owner 
Chip Schwein presented the idea of in- 
stalling a slalom course on the lake at his 
own expense and effort. He also pre- 
sented the idea at the Banks Township 
meeting asking both for letters of sup- 
port. Both boards told Schwein they 
would consider the proposal and have an 
answer at the next meeting. Citizens for 
and against the proposal have been in 
contact with officials on the village and 
township level since hearing about the 
proposal. 

Village President Hugh Campbell gave 
Schwein an opportunity to explain his 
proposal to those present and answer 
questions from both the crowd and the 
board. Schwein explained that the non- 
obtrusive, submergible course would 
focus activity in the least populated 
areas of the lake; that hours of operation 
would be established and he gave dis- 
tances that the course legally has to be 
from the shoreline (75 feet) and docks 
(100 feet). “It’s an all sports lake, the 
slalom course is a much less intrusive 
and smaller entity than a lot of water 
sports,” he said. 

The majority of the audience appeared 
to be against the course and brought up 
issues of erosion, high speed boats over- 
taking the lake, safety and noise. A peti- 
tion with forty signatures from residents 
on the lake was given to the council. 
“Ellsworth Lake is a very narrow and 
pristine lake with a very fragile eco-sys- 


tions, Campbell addressed the audience 
with his findings over the last month. “I 
talked to eighty-two campers at the 
Woodenshoe Park and all of them said it 
was not a good idea, one thing about 
these people is they all knew what it was, 
I didn’t have to explain anything,” he 
said. Campbell then brought up question 
of who would be in charge, liability and 
who would be allowed to use the 

course. “(The course will take up) forty 
percent of the lake, that’s just not right 
that you get to stake out that much area,” 
he said. 

He then produced a resolution for the 
council’s consideration that listed the 
reasons he believed the course to bea 
bad idea. Because a survey of the camp- 
ground showed that the course would 
negatively affect willingness to stay at 
the campground which would in turn af- 
fect revenue generated to the village 
from the camp and because the commu- 
nity is trying to promote a placed based 
economy which includes kayaking, ca- 
noeing and paddle boarding which would 
be discouraged by a lot of motorized boat 
traffic and because of forty signatures 
(which represents 90% of lake residents 
according to those presenting the peti- 
tion) on a petition and opposition voiced 
by non lakefront residents through let- 
ters and phone calls received during the 
past month, he asked the council to pass 
a resolution of no support. The resolu- 
tion passed five to one, Jerry Rasmussen 
voted against. “I had people in here to see 
me who were in tears,” concluded Camp- 
bell. 

No other action was taken at the meet- 
ing. The Archery tournament is set 
for September 21.

Now, once you’ve straightened things 
out between the two of you, and if you’re 
both in agreement, you need to under- 
stand that your purpose is to help these 
folks get back on their feet.

BOYNE CITY—Boyne City 
Commissioners passed amend- 
ments to the zoning ordinance 
that regulates outdoor cafes 
and changed the ordinance 
from zoning to a general ordi- 
nance and passed a motion to 
add storm sewer work to the 
Pleasant/Division mill and fill 
project at the July 9 meeting. 

The Outdoor Sidewalk Café 
Ordinance has allowed outdoor 
eating areas that do not serve 
alcohol on the public sidewalk 
in the central Business Dis- 
trict since 2001. An annual per-

mit is required. Last year the 
Café Sante requested that they 
could include the serving of al- 
cohol on the public sidewalk. 
The request was denied be- 
cause the ordinance specifi- 
cally prohibits alcohol. They 
then requested that the com- 
mission consider changing the 
existing ordinance to include 
alcohol service. At the April 15 
Planning Commission meeting 
city staff was directed to de- 
velop an amendment to the or- 
dinance to eliminate the 
provisions for outdoor cafes on 
the public sidewalk and de- 
velop a new stand alone ordi- 


nance to regulate outdoor side- 
walk cafes that would include 
a provision for alcohol service. 
These ordinance changes 
would have allowed for alcohol 
service. 

However, at the first reading 
on May 20, 2013 the commis- 
sioners determined that the or- 
dinances should not be 
expanded to allow alcohol 
service. The changes took the 
ordinance from one zoning or- 
dinance to three standing ordi- 
nances. There was no citizen 
comment on the topic and the 
Commission unanimously ap- 
proved the changes which 


would allow for easier inter- 
vention in the event that the 
sidewalk cafes disrupt pedes- 
trian traffic. “The concept is 
good, the sidewalks are made 
for people to walk on at the end 
of the day, so we want a free 
flowing zone,” said Commis- 
sioner Derek Gaylord. 

In June, City staff was made 
aware that an additional 
$44,000 was available in Sur- 
face Transportation Program 
grant funds. Currently there is 
only one block of storm sewer 
between Division Street and 
Trent Street. This results ina 
lot of water flowing down the 


road during heavy rains. The 
estimated cost of adding storm 
sewer to the project is $69,400 
added to the original project 
cost of $53,850. Commissioners 
approved a motion to replace 
the existing 12 inch storm 
sewer from Division to Trent 
with an 18 inch and extend 12 
inch storm sewer south to 
Prospect Street including man- 
holes and catch basins. 

Boyne Thunder will be Fri-

13. The next regularly sched- 
uled meeting will be held on 
Tuesday, July 23 at noon.

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East Jordan City Commission Looks for New Solutions to Irrigate School Grounds

EAST JORDAN—After much 
debate at the Tuesday, July 2 
meeting, the East Jordan City 
Commission elected to hold off 
on any major decision-making 
concerning a proposal that 
would permit the installation of 


an irrigation well(s) for East Jor- 


dan Public Schools. 

Prior to Tuesday’s meeting, 
commissioners and city staff 
had informal discussions with 
Superintendent Jon Hoover 
about the possibility of in- 
stalling one or more irrigation 
wells at EJPS. The irrigation 
wells would be used to irrigate 
athletic fields and school ground 
landscaping. 

In a time of tightening and 
trimming budgets, the school 
district has considered capping 
the amount of money it will 
spend for irrigation. When the 
school spends a decided upon 
amount of its funds on irriga- 


tion, they may simply pull the 
plug and stop watering. This 
could mean a less than green 
football field and school grounds 
that are not as lush, as the 
school is currently watering the 
football field at only 40%. 

Commissioner Tony Cutler 
supported the project at Tues- 
day’s meeting, saying that the 
city currently has over 100 va- 
cant water users right now and 
that by helping the school to 
beautify its grounds, the school 
may attract more students and 
families to the community. This 
in turn, he feels will help to fill 
some of the city’s vacancies. 

Cutler commented that other 
area schools are already doing 
this and that schools such as 
Boyne City have their own irri- 
gation wells. 

Under the proposal, City Ad- 
ministrator Chris Yonker says 
the school district would be re- 
sponsible for the costs associ- 
ated with the drilling of the 
well(s), along with the costs of 


operation, maintenance, and re- 
placement of pumps and pump 
stations, and the installation and 
maintenance of cross-connec- 
tion contamination equipment. 

Yonker stated in his report 
that, “While the intent of the 
private irrigation well proposal 
may be to assist the East Jordan 
Public Schools in its efforts to at- 
tract more students (i.e. state per 
pupil funding), it presents chal- 
lenges to the city from legal, en- 
vironmental, and policy 
aspects.” 

Among the major concerns is 
the increased potential for con- 
tamination of the city’s water 
system. Such contamination 
could occur through cross con- 
nections with a privately owned 
well or contamination of the 
groundwater aquifers them- 
selves. 

The school currently has 
around 11 or 12 meters that 
measure water for irrigation, 
said Commissioner Mike Burr. 

With the meters, the school

only pays for the cost of the 
water itself, not both the water 
and sewer. 

Rather than permit the school 
to drill for a private irrigation 
well, commissioners considered 
the possibility of reevaluating 
the cost of irrigation water that 
is metered. Commissioners sug- 
gested the possibility of offering 
a bulk rate for irrigation. 

“T think the heart of this (pro- 
posal) is right,” said Commis- 
sioner Mark Penzien. “But we 
need to be a little more efficient 
on this with the overall address- 
ing of the meters.” 

Mayor Russ Peck commented 
that people looking to move to 
the community are looking at 
more than just the schools. They 
are also looking at the homes 
and yards within the city. 

“We have to include the nor- 
mal everyday taxpayer,” he said. 

Yonker suggested that the dis- 
trict use this issue as an educa- 
tional opportunity. 

“The Great Lakes are a finite 


resource,” Yonker said. “At some 
point in time we’re going to start 
losing [them]. [We] can look at 
this as a conservation effort.” 

The city commission came toa 
general consensus that they 
would like to allow the school to 
irrigate more without having to 
pay more, but they refuse to put 
anything more on the backs of 
city residents. 

“There are smarter ways to 
making your property look good 
without having to irrigate,” said 
Yonker. 

The city hopes to meet with 
Hoover to discuss this issue and 
plans to take a different ap- 
proach to the school’s irrigation 
dilemma. 

Chris Yonker plans to present 
more information at the August 
6 meeting. 

The next regular meeting of 
the East Jordan City Commis- 
sion is scheduled for Tuesday, 
July 16 at 7pm.

New Medicare Rules for Purchase 
of Diabetic Supplies

Effective July 1, 2013, 
Medicare will implement a 
new set of rules regarding 
the purchase of diabetic sup- 
plies. The supplies affected by 
this change include glucose 
meters, test strips, lancets, 
and glu-cose meter calibra- 
tion fluid. 

If beneficiaries intend to 
use a mail order vendor, they 
will need to get their diabetic 
supplies from a Medicare con- 
tracted provider. This is a 
new requirement in order for 
Medicare to participate in the 
payment for these items. Peo- 
ple should not assume that 
their current or future mail 
order provider has a contract 
with Medicare. The contracts 
are for specific models of dia- 
betic items. For example, if a 
beneficiary wants a particu- 
lar glucose meter or certain 
brand of test strip, they will 
need to make that mail order 
purchase from a supplier who 
is authorized by Medicare to 
sell that specific item. 

Medicare beneficiaries who 
prefer to purchase their dia- 
betic supplies from a local 


pharmacy or busi-ness need 
to ask that supplier two im- 
portant questions as follows: 

OO Will the vendor bill 
Medicare for the items? 

OO Does the supplier accept 
Medicare assignment? 

If they do not accept as- 
signment, then the benefici- 
ary could be responsible for 
an additional cost be-sides 
the normal 20% co-pay. Worse 
yet, if the supplier does not 
bill Medicare, then the benefi- 
ciary could be responsible to 
pay for the entire cost of the 
purchase. 

Beneficiaries who decide to 
switch to another supplier 
will need to make sure that 
the new supplier has a valid 
prescription from their physi- 
cian. This should be set up 
prior to July 1, so the transi- 
tion is seamless and there is 
no delay in obtaining their di- 
abetic supplies. 

One of the main reasons 
for these changes is due to the 
large amount of Medicare 
fraud that is tak-ing place 
throughout the United States. 
Diabetic supplies, particu- 
larly test strips, are very ex- 
pensive. These and other 
higher end durable medical 
equipment items are under 


close scrutiny as a means to 
protect the Medicare Trust 
Fund. Also, by using vendors 
that have contracts with 
Medicare, it will save the tax- 
payers’ money because it is 
generally cheaper to use 
those businesses. 

If beneficiaries have a diffi- 
cult time understanding 
these new rules, they can call 
the Medi-care/Medicaid As- 
sistance Program (MMAP) 
and receive free and unbiased 
assistance concerning this or 
any other topic related to 
Medicare and Medicaid. A 
MMAP counselor can be 
reached by call-ing 800-803- 
7174.

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Gatt Family Nature Preserve Established 


A new 22-acre tract of land near 
Lake Charlevoix was recently ac- 
quired by the Little Traverse Con- 
servancy and is now known as 
the Gatt Family Nature Preserve. 
The new preserve fulfills the ob- 
jectives of Jim and Joan Gatt and 
some of their neighbors to see the 
permanent protection of the 
land’s natural features. 

The Gatts first acquired the 
land in the 1970s from the previ- 
ous owner, a farmer. After Joan 
(2011) and Jim (2012) passed away, 
their family began working with 
Dr. Arnold Bauer and a dozen 
other neighbors to protect the 
property. As it turned out, con- 
necting with Conservancy Land 
Protection Specialist Ty Ratliff 
was the link that brought the 
neighbors and the Gatt family to- 
gether for a common goal. 

“The Conservancy is always in- 
terested in protecting more land 
within the Lake Charlevoix wa- 
tershed,” said Ratliff. “This new 
preserve lies in an area where 
LTC had hoped to establish a na- 
ture preserve as well.” 

Ultimately, 18 neighbors to the 
property contributed to make the 
purchase and protection possible. 
“Having this many neighbors am- 
icably agree to make this pre- 
serve a reality is a wonderfully 


unique situation,” Ratliff said. 
“Dr. Bauer and all the contribu- 
tors deserve huge kudos for their 
grassroots efforts.” In the end, all 
parties noted that this is exactly 
what Jim and Joan Gatt would 
have wanted for this land. 

Since 1972, the Little Traverse 
Conservancy has been working as 
the oldest regional, non-profit 
land trust in Michigan. With the 
support of more than 4,100 mem- 
bers, the Little Traverse Conser- 
vancy works with private 
landowners and units of local 
government to permanently pro- 
tect ecologically significant and 
scenic lands from development. 
Since it was founded, more than 
49,500 acres and 125 miles of 
shoreline along our region’s 
lakes, rivers, and streams have 
been set aside to remain in their 
natural state within Charlevoix, 
Cheboygan, Emmet, Mackinac, 
and Chippewa counties. In addi- 
tion, more than 4,000 young peo- 
ple participate in a Conservancy 
environmental education outing 
every year.

EAST JORDAN—In any given 
week across Charlevoix County a 
vast array of boards, councils, 
commissions and committees are 
meeting to budget monies, solve 
problems and generally run the 
small aspect of Charlevoix 
County they are responsible 
for. But when the East Jordan 
Housing Commission meets at 
Lakeview Manor, a senior living 
facility, the atmosphere is much 
different than at most meetings. 
At the July 9 meeting the com- 
mission heard complaints, suspi- 
cions and saw tears but gave no 
satisfactory answers. 

While a soft spoken woman 
served coffee and coke to audi- 
ence members gathered around 
tables, housing commission 
members proceeded with a pro- 
fessional businesslike meeting. 
They voted to accept the resigna- 
tion of commission member 
Connie Gillespie and reviewed 
the 2012 audit which stated that 
the commission was both “finan- 
cially and operationally ina 
strong position” and “there were 
no deficiencies identified” by the 
audit. A third order of business, 
to create the East Jordan Hous- 
ing Commission Human Serv- 
ices Committee produced a great 
deal of discussion among the 
commissioners with a final out- 
come to generate ideas for the 
next meeting that would define 
the committees exact function 
and investigate whether there 
may already be something in 
place to meet this newly arisen 
need. 

Multiple changes have taken 
place at the housing complex 
that has the residents upset and 
circulating rumors of firing the 
new executive director who cele- 
brated her first year of service 
with cake at the close of the 
meeting. When the floor was 
opened to public comment, a 
flood of complaints that reflected 
an overall feeling of not having a 
voice poured forth and had to be 
controlled by Commissioner 


EAST JORDAN HOUSING COMMISSION 


Anniversary Clouded with Discontent

Brian Olszewski who requested 
that each person speak only once 
and fill out a form to be heard. 
None of the residents attempted 
to fill out the forms. “It used to 
be when we came to a meeting 
we were allowed to speak, now 
we have to fill out a form, and we 
have asked you to get a micro- 
phone, we can’t hear you and 
why don’t you face us when you 
speak?” said Bob O’Henry, a resi- 
dent at Lakeview Manor. 

The Housing Commission con- 
sists of the manor, apartments 
and family dwellings spotted 
around town and most of the 
funding for these low income 
homes is provided by HUD, a fed- 
eral program with endless rules 
and regulations. Fifteen months 
ago the housing complex 
changed hands from a family run 
operation to a business. “It’s cre- 
ated some issues with the resi- 
dents,” said Commissioner 
Donelda Wandoff. The person 
hired for the position of Execu- 
tive Director was not the person 
most residents wanted and very 
recently a beloved maintenance 
man was let go and residents are 
clamoring to know why. “There’s 


been a lot of change introduced 
(to the seniors) without a voice to 
say I don’t want that, but in the 
long run this change is going to 
be better for them,” said Com- 
missioner Cyndi Penzien. 

Residents who were asked if 
they needed refills on their coffee 
and complained of the director 
not being available to talk like 
she had before, are placing the 
blame for unanswered questions 
and feelings of instability on Ex- 
ecutive Director Lorie Selisson 
and the Board of Commission- 
ers. “Our opinion doesn’t mean 
anything. Those people right 
there are the rulers and they 
don’t consider us,” said Linda 
Barnes, a resident. “We try to do 
the best we can, we try to make 
sure you have a safe, clean envi- 
ronment,” said Olszewski. The 
commission explained to the au- 
dience that they were not in a po- 
sition to answer questions about 
why the maintenance man was 
fired because of confidentiality 
laws. “We have to adhere to the 
HUD rules made for the masses 
not a small town development, 
we have to change with it when 
the memo comes over,” said 


Wandoff. 

A recent fire at the manor has 
added to the resident’s mistrust 
of new procedures and person- 
nel. “If Bob would have been 
here it would have been taken 
care of the next day and there 
wouldn’t have been a fire,” said 
resident Barnes who also voiced 
concern about retaliation for 
speaking their mind. “Some of 
the residents are upset about cer- 
tain restrictions that are coming 
out, I don’t think anything per- 
sonal has happened in any deci- 
sion from the board or Lorie,” 
said Penzien. Things like trying 
to become more professionally 
run with computerization and 
the submission of chit orders 
when making requests have 
caused bad feelings. 

The commission expressed 
confidence in the new director 
and is pleased with her knowl- 
edge of dealing with federal enti- 
ties, going after grants, meeting 
deadlines and doing endless pa- 
perwork. Selissen holds a Bache- 
lors Degree in Management, an 
Associates Degree in Psychology, 
multiple certifications in HUD 
related politics and is presently 
getting certified in Public Hous- 
ing Management. She worked for 
the Northwest Michigan Com- 
munity Action Agency as the 
Charlevoix/Emmet County 
homeless program administrator 
for eight years prior to her pres- 
ent placement. “If they give her a 
chance this place will be some- 
thing to be really proud of, they 
need to give her a chance,” said 
Wandoff. 

After public comment, City 
Administrator Chris Younker 
began his report by stating that 
he would face the audience but 
as he spoke residents commented 
that he turned his head and di- 
rected his words to his fellow 
commissioners making it diffi- 
cult to hear. However, Younker 
agreed to discuss forming a 
human services committee to 
work with residents and their 
concerns.

mitment to myself I would 
do all I could to get each of 
those students textbooks.” 

When he returned, he 
met with the East Jordan 
High School senior class 
and related his experiences 
from the trip. The seniors 
were excited to help those 
students overseas, and one 
of those students suggested 
that the soon to be gradu- 
ates should make the trip 
halfway around the world 
and personally deliver the 
books and supplies. 

Hoover states, “From 
that point, we started rais- 
ing money and eventually 
raised $81,000. We had pri- 
vate donors, the Charlevoix 
Community Foundation 
donated $40,000, the East 
Jordan Lions Club and Ro- 
tary Club each donated 
funds, the tour company re- 
duced the travel fare for 
each student by $1,000 
each, and the students held 
a fundraiser at the elemen- 
tary school and raised ap- 
proximately $5,000.” 

The three adults making 
the trip; superintendent 
Jon Hoover, East Jordan 
High School principal 
Tammy Jackson, and ele- 
mentary physical educa- 
tion teacher Kwin Morris, 
each paid for their own trip 
expenses. The group pre- 
sented approximately 
$10,000 worth of textbooks 
to three schools in Peru, 
and was also able to pur- 
chase some school sports 
gear, and much needed 
copy machines for the 
schools. 

“The people in these vil- 
lages would have to travel 
two-and-a-half hours (at 
gas prices equivalent to 
$5.50 US) to photo copy doc- 
uments that officials re- 
quired from them prior to 
this,” notes Hoover. “At the 
Casa Cunca school, every 
student now has their own 
math book, reading book, 
workbooks, a set of science 
books. Now the teachers 
actually have curriculum 
they can teach from.” 

The group also delivered 
sets of text books to two 
other schools, and at each 
visit those students would 
greet the travelers from 
East Jordan gleefully, 
singing songs, dancing and 
playing games. 

“Tt was incredible,” re 
lates Kwin Morris. “Seeing 
the kids react so excitedly, 
playing soccer with our 
students (he notes that at 
least one of the schools the 
students from Peru were 
victorious over the East 
Jordan grads) was a very 
special experience. Our 
students will take this ex- 
perience with them for rest 
of their lives. They came 
back more mature, more 
confident... it’s amazing 
how much growth they ex- 
perienced in just over a 
week.” 

Jon Hoover affirms, “It 
was avery emotional anda 
very humbling experience. 
At the second elementary 
school (Pumpa Waya) we 
went to, the lead teacher 
greeted us and all the kids 
were excited to perform 
dances and songs for us. 
Their moms and dads 
would come out of the 
fields and watch with big 
smiles on their faces. The 
Mayor declared that June 
26th will now be a holiday 
in their village because of 
our visit. He said; ‘We have 
become a forgotten village, 
but you did not forget us.’” 

Hoover adds that he has 
requested that the schools 
the group visited let him 
know what supplies the 
need in the future, and on 
Christmas packages will be 
sent to cover as many of 
those needs as possible. 

“T was very proud of the 
graduates who made this 
trip,” ‘Hoover relates. 
“These young people, some 
of whom had never even 
been on an airplane, trav- 
eled out of the country, toa 
different hemisphere, to 
help children they did not 
know. It was a trip that 
truly changed the lives of 
everyone involved.”
